G.S.R. 94(E).—The following draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Gas Cylinder Rules, 1981, 
which the Central Government proposes to make in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sections 5 and 7 
of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), is hereby 
published as required by sub-sec’ion (1) of section 18 
of the said Act for the information of persons likely 
to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft shall be taken in’o consideration 
45 days after the Gazette containing this notification 
is made available to the public;

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Gas Cylindei 
(Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

2. In the Gas Cylinders Rules, 1981 (thereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), inj-ules 55, 56, 57, 58. 
59, 60, 61, 62, 63, 64, 65, and 70, for the words 
‘Chief Controller’ wherever they occur, the words 
‘licensing authority’ shall be substituted. 

. In rule 57 of the said rules, the following pro¬ 
viso shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that the licences granted by the Chief 
Controller may be renewed without any 
alteration by a Controller duly authorised 
by the Chief Controller in this behalf”. 

4. In mle 62 of the said rules, in sub-rule (1) after 
the words “the Chief Controller”, the words “or a 
Controller duly authorised by the Chief Controller 
in this behalf” shall be inserted. 

5. For rule 66 of the said rules, the following 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

66 . Appeal.—(1) An appeal shall be against 
any order made under these rules refusing 
to grant, amend or renew a licence or can¬ 
celling or suspending a licence, to— 

(1) the Central Government, where the order 

is passed by the Chief Controller; 

(ii) the Chief Controller, if the order is passed 
by the Controller of Explosives. 

(2) Every appeal shall be made in writing and 

shall be accompanied by a copy of the or-' 
der appealed against and shall be presented 
within 60 days of the order passed, if pre¬ 
ferred to the Central Government and with¬ 
in 30 days if preferred to the Chief Con¬ 
troller. 

6 . In Schedule V of the said rules, against SI. No. 

3. under the column “Authority empowered to grant 
licence”, for the words ‘Chief Controller of Explo¬ 
sives’, the words ‘Chief Controller of Explosives or 
Controller of Explosives authorised by the Chief 
Controller of Explosives’ shall be substituted.
